CROP BULLETIN. 


Rain a Benefit to Late Corn, Also to 
Pastures and Meadows. 


The crop bulletin issued by the 
Missouri section, climate and crop 
service, 
weather 
bureau, 
for the 
week ending Saturday, August 22d, 
^ ays: 


Although 
the 
temperature 
was 
quite high on the 21st and 22d, the 
past week averaged decidedly cooler 
than the two preceding weeks, 
the 
mean ten?perature being from i to 2 
degrees, below the normal. 
Good 
rams have fallen throughout nearly 
all 
of the southern, 
central 
and 
western counties, 
breaking the se­ 
vere drouth which has prevailed in 
those sections, 
although in many 
localit’es much more rain would be 
beneficial. 
In a few counties, h o w ­ 
ever, principally in the eastern sec­ 
tions. the rains were very light, and 
drouthy conditions still continued 
at the close of the week. 
In a num 
ber of the west-central and north­ 
western counties the rainfall for the 
week exceeded 
3 
inches. 
Severe 
local wind and hail storms did much 
damage to corn and orchards in a 
number of the central and northern 
counties, 
and in a 
few localities 
buildings and hay and grain stacks 
were blown down. 
The rains have been 
of 
great 
benefit to the late corn 
and the 
prospects tor the crop are much 
improved, 
except in some of the 
southern counties, where it was too 
far gone to be revived. 
Early corn 
is maturing rapidly, except in a few 
of the 
northern 
counties, 
where 
cloudy weather and an excess of 
moisture has kept it green, and cut­ 
ting has commenced in the central 
and southern sections. 
The rains have also greatly bene­ 
fited pastures and meadows, 
have 
replenished stock ponds, and have 
put the ground in much better con­ 
dition for fall plowing, which is now 
progressing in nearly all sections. 
Clover seed is being harvested, 
and cotton picking has commenced 
in the southeast. 
Reports indicate 
that in many 
sections late peaches 
and apples 
w^ere greatly injured by the recent 
hot and dry weather.

N e w Y o r k , Aug. 2 5 . — The Herald 
publishes the following correspond­ 
ence from Santa Ana, Cuba, under 
date of August 13: 
In speaking of the attitude of the 
U nited States toward Cuba and the 
possibility of President Cleveland 
recognizing the belligerency of the 
insurgents. General Gomez said: 
“ I have forbidden the discussion 
of the subject in my camp. 
For 
weeks men fairly held their breaths 
waiting word from W’ashingion. 
It 
was a waste of time. 
Long ago I 
realized that we must fight this war 
alone and unaided. 
VVe can win 
our independence while the execu­ 
tive of the U nited States is consid 
ering the question of our possible 
belligerency. 
‘T have no d oubt of the sympa- 
pathy of the Am erican people as a 
whole. 
In fact, I have the best 
evidence of tneir good will. 
Many 
Americans are fighting in ray ranks, 
and good, true men they are. 
The 
chief of our artillery is an Am erican 
from Boston, and no braver man 
lives.” 
“ How long do you think the war 
will continue?” 
“ I prefer not to appear in the 


guise of a prophet. 
I leave that to 
General W eyler,” was thè response. 
“ You are confident of success in 
the end?” 
“ As certain of it as I am that 
Cuba is an island, but I must fight 
the battle in my own way, 
I know 
that we are called guerrillas; that 
some people marvel that we prefer 
to fight from ambush, but we are in 
this w’ar to win. 
Amm unition is 
scarce, and I think I know how to 
use it to advantage. 
“ Cuba is ours now. 
It is true 
the Spaniards hold most of the sea­ 
port cities and some of the interior 
towns, but in the latter they are 
getting very tired. 
We d o n ’t let 
them sleep much, and now we will 
see that they do not eat much. 
“ The city of Puerto Principe is 
hungry now, G uayainaro is suffer^- 
ing and Victor de las Tunas is al 
most starved. 
Sibanacu is a ba n ­ 
doned. 
T he cattle 
of Cameguey 
and Santiago de C uba provinces are 
out of the reach of the Spaniards, 
and from this time forth there will 
be no more carrying of fruit and 
vegetables into the cities by pacifi- 
cos. 
We will have no more pacifi- 
cos. 
Every m an 
on 
this island 
must be for Cuba or for Spain. 
“ I have requested 
the French 
coffee growers who did not care to 
take up arms tor com m on liberty to 
take a little vacation in France. 
Some have obeyed. 
It will not be 
for 
long. 
If 
they 
remain 
un ­ 
molested by ray forces, Spain will 
grow suspicious and destroy their 
estates, as she has done those of 
the Americans 
whom 
I 
tried to 
pro tect.” 
“ Will there be this coming fall 
any exceptions m ade in your order 
against grinding cane. 
“ N ot o n e,” replied the general. 
“ Nothing will be tolerated which 
may yield revenue to Spain. 
Lack 
of raoney is Spain’s weak point,and 
I am going to take advantage of it. 
I have no desire to destroy pro pe r­ 
ty, but Cuba must be free. 
But I 
will have no more of barter. 
Cora 
munication between the country and 
cities held by Spanish troops is now 
cut off, and will so remain. 
Their 
only hope of relief must came from 
convoys, and ever waiting for the 
enem y’s 
convoys are our am bus­ 
cades. 
“ All our fights are not from a m ­ 
bush, 
how ever,” 
he 
continued. 
“ T he battle 
of 
Saratoga, 
which 
lasted four days and nights, was 
anything but an ambush. 
General 
Castaneilo 
has 
more than 2,000 
men, while we 
made 
the 
attack 
with a force of less than 600; not 
by my old trained veterans, whom 
I left in the west, but comparatively 
raw recruits, hastily gathered to­ 
gether in Camaguey. 
“ The 
Spaniards 
fired 
55,000 
rounds, according to their own re­ 
ports. 
We 
fired 
about 
12,000. 
T here were nearly 300 graves, only 
14 of which were of Cubans, and 
yet, according to H avana reports, 
they always drive 
us 
out of our 
camps, kill many 
and 
capture a 
quantity of our ammunition. 
My 
men may not be possessed of su­ 
perior marksmanship, but they fire 
at a hollow square, or at a mass, 
while our line, being so extended, 
permits most of the S paniards’ bul­ 
lets to pass between us. 
“ They say we won’t come out or 
fight,” said General Gomez, with a 
laugh. 
“ Why have they built that 
wire fence around the city of Puerto 
Principe, if 
not 
to 
prevent our 
chasing them into their holes?”
